Washington, D. C., July 9.—Wil- 


liam Green, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, has volun- 
teered hig aid 
In securing the co- 


operation of organized labor to ad- 
vance the work of the national con- 
ference on street and highway safe- 
ty, of which Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover 
Is chairman. Mr. 
Green 


wrote Secretary Hoover as follows: 


'The 
conference on street and 


highway safety 
has 
already done 


much to focus attention 
upon the 


possibilities 
of 
constructive plan- 


ning. 
The most compelling appeal 


of the undertaking lies in its power 
to prevent human suffering and pro- 
tect human life. 


"In thinking over what can be 


done to promote this cause, it has oc- 
curred to me that organizations of 
labor generally and central bodies in 
particular might well be used as a 
medium for disseminating Informa- 
tion regarding safety and as instru- 
ments to assist in securing proper 
traffic laws and effective regulation 
in the various states and communi- 
ties 
I suggest, therefore, that you 


send to all central labor bodies such 
reports and information as you may 
have for distribution on this" subject 
and that you point out to them the1 
need and value of their cooperation. 
I am very sure if you do this you will 
receive a most gratifying response " 


Secretary Hoover supplied copies 


of the report 
of the first national 


conference on street 
and highway 


safet} to each of the central labor 
unions and wrote them as follows- 


» "Representatives of labor partici- 
pated actively in the preparation of 
the preliminary reports and a strong 
delegation attended the general ses- 
sion of the national conference at 
which the enclosed report was adopt- 
ed 
I enclose copy of Mr. Green's 


letter to me in which he 
suggests 


that this report be sent to you. 


"The importance of -. widespread 


understanding and support for the" 
principles regarding traffic safety as 
outlined in the'conference report is 
self evident. I shall be very glad to 
assist the labor bodies in dissemin- 
ating information on this highly im-

To this end,'as a 


first step, such additional copies of
